ORDER RETURNING UNDOCKETED APPEAL TO EXAMINER

APPEAL BRIEF

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**>(viii) Claims appendix, < An appendix containing a copy of the 
claims involved in the appeal. 

The copy of the claims ** should be a clean copy and should not 
include any markings such as brackets or underlining >except for 
claims in a reissue application^ See MPEP § 1454 for the 
presentation of the copy of the claims in a reissue application. 
The copy of the claims should be double>-<spaced and the appendix 
should start on a new page. 

Correction is required. 



Accordingly, it is ORDERED that the application is return to the 
Examiner to: 

1) require Appellant submit a Paper with a substitute Claims 
Appendix in compliance with the new rules set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 
41.37(c); and 

2) for such further action as may be appropriate. 
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
